ANTI-TRUST LEGISLATION 


r 


HE Legislative. Executive and Judicial Appropria- 


tion bill, just passed by the House of Representa- 


tives, carries an item of half a million dollars to enable 
the Attorney-General to prosecute violations of the anti- 
trust law. It is reasonably safe to predict that this, if 
agreed to by the Senate, will be the length and breadth 
of the anti-trust legislation during the present session of 
the present session of Congress. 
This, in fact, is not 


anti-trust legislation at all. It merely makes provision to 
meet expenses which may accrue under laws already on 
the statute books. 


There was never until very lately, even so much as a 


suggestion that lack of money stood in the way of legal 
proceedings against the trusts, and there Is not a shadow 
of doubt anywhere that the Attorney-General could at 
any time have had all necessary moneys out of the con- 
tingent funds of his Department, or that if there were 
deficiencies created by such use, they would have been 
promptly met. 


It is said, though, that this appropriation Us made in 


part for the purpose of enabling the Department of Jus- 
tice to employ agents at different points to gather up 
evidence against the trusts. This is all right as far as it 
goes, and it is to be hoped that the Senate will promptly 
concur in the action of the House. It will, at least, shut 
out any possible plea that the Department of Justice is 
powerless to act for lack of funds. 


Meanwhile Mr. Jenkins, Chairman of the House Com- 


mittee on Judiciary, is reported as being strongly opposed 
to anti-trust legislation, regarding it as "class legisla- 
tion," and believing that Congress has no power in the 
premises. 
In his" view nothing can be done without 


amending the Constitution, which is almost equivalent 
to saying that nothing at all can or should be done for 
the curbing of these huge monopolies. 


It is a highly significant circumstance that so many 


Republican statesmen can see nothing but good in class 
legislation which tends to bolster up the trusts and noth- 
ing but evil In similar legislation intended to hold them 
in check and force them to deal Justly by the people. 
Manifestly the game of the Republican leaders is to. do 
something which will satisfy the people without harming 
the trusts. 
It will be interesting to watch the game as

T IS a striking fact that while the World's production 


of silver in 1901 was the largest on record, exceeding 


that of 1900 by .some two million ounces, the output of 
the United States shows a falling off of nearly two and 
a half million ounces. Mexico stands at the head of the 
silver producing countries, her outturn exceeding by ours 
by almost two and a half million ounces, and being about 
two hundred thousand ounces larger than her own prod- 
uct in 1900. There is no reason to believe that this Is 
owing to any deterioration of the American mines as com- 
pared with those of Mexico. It is almost certain that it 
is clue to the shrinkage In the price of silver, which 
affects mining for the metal in this country much more 
seriously than it does in our sister Republic TO the Soutn. 


In Mexico all business is transacted upton.a sllvet 


basis. 
The silver is taken from the mines, sent to the 


mint, ar.d the working expenses of the. mines paid direct- 
ly with the coin thus obtained. The Mexican dollars, 
while varying all the time as compared with gold, change 
In value very slowly in the Internal business of 'the 
country. Whether the Mexican dollar Is quoted at 45 or 
50, or 40 in gold, it buys nearly or quite as much of the 
products of that country and consequently goes Just as far 
in the payment of wages. 
In other words the running 


expenses of fi Mexican silver mine are paid directly out 
of its own prooeds at practically fixed rates. 


But in this country the mines are worked on a gold 


basis. 
Before the silver product can be used to defray 


the expenses,, it must be converted into gold, and the low- 
er the market price of silver the less gold it will bring, 
while the running expenses remain 
substantially the 


same. 
Hence, a fall of a very few cents in the price of 


silver may easily close a silver mine in this country which 
in running upon a small margin of profit, while the same 
mine in Mexico could continue in operation. 


To illustrate this let us suppose that the annual proa- 


act of an American silver mine is equal to one hundred 
thousand dollars in; gold, while the working expenses are 
•inoty-flve thousand. If the value of the silver shrink 
from fifty cents an ounce to. forty-seven, that is six per 
cent of the entire value, which falls to ninety-four tnoiu 
sand dollars, or one thousand less than the working ex- 
penses. If that mine were In Mexico the product would' 
be worth about two hundred and fifty-eight, thousand 
silver dollars, and If the operating expenses Were the 
tame as In this country the cost of working the mine 
'would be two hundred and forty-five thousand dollars, 
'leaving a prom of thirteen thousand. 
Now if silver 


nhrlnlcs six per cent in value (measured In gold) it will 
make very Uttie difference in the running expenses of the 
mine because, in the main, they jwHI be paid with-silver 
dollars Just as they were before.' The Mexican mine'own- 
er does not have to.convert his metal into gold at a lose; 
except to a limited extent for the purchase of mining ma- 
chinery and supplies from abroad, which constitute but a 
small proportion of his expenses. The result is that the 
Mexican mine runs on while the American mine shuts 
iJown. 


There are. of course, also differences in wages ana 


the cost of supplies in the two countries which give 
the 


Mexican mine owner an apparent advantage, but this is 
doubtless in large measure offset by the greater efficiency 
of our labor and the betfer methods of mining which pre- 
vail here. 
This, however, does not touch the point Im- 


mediately under consideration. 
Aside from all such dif- 


ferencs the illustration given makes it perfectly clear 
that the dilver miner in a grold standard country is hurt
